Sec. 4. STATE EMPLOYEE BONUSES == MORATORIUM. Unless
otherwise required pursuant to a collective bargaining
agreement, a state employee shall not receive any additional
remuneration in the form of a bonus, including but not limited
to a retention bonus, recruitment bonus, exceptional job
performance pay, extraordinary job performance pay,
exceptional performance pgy, extraordinary duty pay, or
extraordinary or special duty ﬁay, for or during the time
period beginning on or after the effective date of this Act
10 and_only for or during any fiscal year 1T the revenue
11 estimating conference projection of revenue for that fiscal
12 year determined pursuant to section 8.22A, subsection 3, does
13 not exceed the revenue estimate for the prior fiscal year by
14 at least four percent.

15 Sec. 5. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act, being deemed of
16 immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.
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
